A bl was Introfuced hy Mr. Stew-
art, of Phlladelphia, regulating fish-

Ing In the Delaware river. The means-
ure wak drafted by the joint fish com
misgsloners of New York, New Jerscy,
Feonsylvanla and Delaware, with
understanding that It should be enact-
ed by the legislidures of these four
slates before It _ghould become operas
tive, It does away with fish baskets
and eel weirs, Increases the sizes of
the meshes of shad and herring selnes
amd regulates the season for Ashing

The New Jorsey leglslature amended
the BN and It was not reached In the
Wéew, Yark assembly. There Is no
chufice of Tts belng passed by the Penn-
sylvanin leguslature, but It was pre-
sented as an evidence of good falth
on the part of the Pennslyvania com-
misslon,
